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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
03/07/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

This office action is responsive to amendments filed on 03/07/2008 in which 
applicant amends claims 1 , 30 and 55 and responds to claim rejections. Claims 1-11, 
13-15, 30-44 and 55-69 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-11, 13-15, 30-44 and 55-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Walker et al. (US 6,1 10,041) in view of Walker et al. (US 
6,077,163) and Microsoft®Windows®95. 

The rejection as stated in the previous office action dated 12/13/2007 is 
maintained and incorporated herein. 
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Regarding tlie amendnnents to tlie claims, Wall<er'041 explicitly teaches 
automatically updating user preference account information based on the user's playing 
characteristics as the user plays the wagering game at the machines (abstract). 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 03/07/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments drawn towards the alleged lack of the prior art in meeting 
the limitations of a "simulated game presentation is for allowing a user to determine the 
effects of the different game feature settings on the game presentation for the game of 
chance..." The examiner respectfully disagrees. 

The limitation cited by applicant is an intended use limitation in an apparatus 
claim that does not further structurally limit the invention and so the limitations after the 
word "for" are considered to be intended use limitations. It has been held that a 
recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus 
satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 

The applicant further goes to individually attack the references in a piecemeal 
analysis. In response to applicant's piecemeal analysis of the references, it has been 
held that one cannot shot non-obviousness by attacking references individually where, 
as here, the rejections are based on combinations of references. Windows teaches the 
ability for users to configure the appearance of their computer desktops and once they 
are done they may preview the changes prior to accepting them. Walker teaches some 
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preferences and simulation. Wlien tlie two references are combined, tliey would 
produce a game wherein the player is able to change the appearance options of the 
game and preview the appearance changes as taught by Windows. For a more 
detailed discussion of the combination as well as response to argument, please see the 
previous rejection under "response to arguments" as well as the statement of rejection 
which is incorporated herein. 

Finally, regarding the alleged patentability of the amendments to the claims, 
please see the rejection above, Walker'041 explicitly teaches such limitations.
